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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . In the following election of 
species, the alternatives are not of a similar nature, and all alternatives do not have a common 
property or activity, such that a common structure is not present or the alternatives do not belong 
to a recognized class of chemical compounds in the art to which the invention pertains. See 
MPEP 1850. 

The species are as follows: 
First election of species: 

Exposing the hydrophilic surface to a fluid is performed by: 1) spin coating; 2) misting using an 
atomizer; 3) forced spreading; or 4) dipping. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require all the 
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limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are generic: 1, 3-4, 6- 
15, 17, 22-27, 29-34, 37-41, 43-45, 47, 49, 51, and 53-58. 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
claims 2, 16, 18, 35-36, 46, 48, 50, and 52 correspond to spin coating; claims 5, 19, 28, and 42 
correspond to spraying; claim 20 corresponds to forced spreading; and claim 21 corresponds to 
dipping.

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
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claims 6-7, 16, 25, and 39 correspond to chloroform or trichloroethylene; and claims 10, 26, and 
40 correspond to the alkanes hexane, heptane, or decane, mixtures of light petroleum naphthas, 
carbon tetrachloride, or cyclohexane. 

Third election of species: 

The substrate material is: 1) mica; 2) silicon; 3) aluminum; 4) alumina; or 5) aluminum alloy. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are generic: 1-6, 8-13, 
17-24, 26-3 1,34-38, and 40-58. 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
claims 7, 16, 25, and 39 correspond to mica; claims 7 and 16 correspond to silicon; claims 7, 14- 
16, and 32-33 correspond to aluminum; claim 16 corresponds to alumina; and claims 14-15 and 
32-33 correspond to aluminum alloy. 



Overall, the following claim(s) are generic: 1, 3-4, 8-9, 11-13, 17, 22-24, 27, 29-31, 34, 37-38, 
41,43-45,47, 49, 51, and 53-58. 
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2. REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one invention 
only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in a national stage 
application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical 
relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features.
